On the other hand, many blame

vulgar and passionate dancing, 
nakedness in dress, license 
speech and manners and in general 
the overturning and hilarious 
smashing up of the pedestal of 
' spiritual exaltation upon which the 
future mothers and fathers of the 
race should stand.” 

Just where the blame lies, The 
Constitution does not know, but it 
seems likely that a combination of 
circumstances has caused the 
“younger idea” to express them- 
selves in speech, dancing aad 
dressing in a manner which has 
horrified their parents, and these 
‘game parents are no less horrified 
than they are helpless. 

The Constitution is not williag 
to believe that conditions in this 
section of the country are as bad 
as Mrs. Lee depicts in her articles, 
although realizing that times have 
changed since many of us were 
boys and girls. And with this 
change has come a change in cus- 
toms. It cannot be denied that 
many of the propricties of social 
life of fifty years ago are not now 
observed. But we cannot agree 
with the authority who states that 
the “animalism” of our boys and 
girls “extends even to a slight 
physica] contact like the hand- 
shake.” 

Fundamentally, these girls and 
boys are just as decorous as the 
girls and boys of any other period 
of our lite. 

There will always be found 
isolated instances of young men 
and women who are innately bad. 
But in the great majority of cases 
there is more “bark” than “bite” to 
the changed amenities of our social 
lite. . 

It is a problem—and a serious 
one Which the younger genera- 
tion refytnmg upon their inherent 
sense of righteousness, must work 
out for themselves with the toler- 
ant counse] of their elders. | 

The pendulum has already regis- 
tered its extreme swing, and all 
‘signs point to a return to its nat- 
ural position in our social rela- 
tions.

Of Interest to Growers 


Editor Constitution: I wish to 
call to the attention of the shippers 


of sweet potatoes as well as to the 
attention of the trade at large the 
following facts: 


The government bulletin, Weath- 


er Crops and Markets of January: the 


14, 1922; shows that for the sea- 
son of 1920-1921 there were 17,874 


cars of sweet potatoes shipped from 
all states. They also show that 
up to December 31, 1920, that 11,- 
449 cars of the above number were 
shipped, leaving a balance of 
6,425 cars that were shipped, 
during the remainder of the 
season, This ‘bulletin. also shows 
that up to December 31, 1921, there 
has been shipped 11,839 cars, an ex- 
cess of 388 cars over the same pe- 
riod of 1920, but what I wish to call 


the sweet potatoes are shipped in the 
first half of the season, say Au- 
gust to December, .inclusive. This 


marketed in the next five months 
of the year, January to May, in- 
Clusive>.. 


Through October, November and 
December: of last year and up to 
this time in this year @weet pota- 
toes have hot been bringing enough 


‘on the markets to pay expenses, 
and the question is, Why should. 
we continue to sell the remainder 
of the one-third of the crop over 
the same period of time at prices 
that we have moved two-thirds of 
the crop, and especially when these 
prices are ruinous to the producer 
and shipper? a 


If the law of supply and demand 
has anything to do with making a 
price, then we certainly should ob- 


tain a fair price for the potatoes 
that are now in curing. Sweet po- 
tato prices are not in line as com- 
pared with last season with prices 
of white potatoes and other fruits 
and vegetables, and it is time that 
the shippers are looking into the 
situation and seeing the true status 
of affairs and governing themselves 
accordingly.

Mrs. Hume asserts that the discour- 
agement is usually the result of such 
girls not making a living wage, there- 
by being forced to live in cheap, un- 
comfortable’ and frequently question- 
able surroudings. After working all 
day, they are tired and long for a 
bit of home life and recreation in 
their evenings, but where they have 
to sit in their cold, bare bedrooms, 
frequently alone or. overcrowded with 
other girls, their trunks and belong- 
ings, many of them do become dis- 
couraged, then teckless and, to ex- 
press it in their own language—they 
“do not care what happens.” 

“The fact is,” states Mrs. Hume, 
“the most inexpensive boarding and 
rooming houses in Atlanta, as well as 
elsewhere, have no sitting rooms 
where girls may spend their evennigs 
in company with their young men 
friends, thus forcing them to walk 
the streets at night with them qr go 
auto riding. If there were sitting 
rooms, they would generally be found 
there.“ 

Mrs. Hume has solved the problems 
of many girls so situated by talking 
over with them their discouragements 
at her registry office where she has 
on file the addresses of many good 
homes and boarding houses in Atlanta, 
where suitable living accommodations 
are offered to girls. Having previous- 
ly. visited these places before placing 
tlem on file, she is prepared to send 
a girl to a hgme where the surround- 
ings and people will best suit her dis- 
position, character and adaptability. 
There is also for the girls who earn 
small salaries, the T. W. C. A. Home, 
56-62 West Baker street; the I. W. 
Annex, 19-21 West Baker street, and 
the church homes, but these homes

One of the out- 
standing features of the year’s work 
was the service of the Newcomers’ 
elub. Here strangers to Atlanta are 
given a home-like reception and helped 
to get acquainted. Aid is extended 
to help them find suitable homes and 
to find congenial, remunerative em- 
ployment.

It was rather unusua 
to find that there was no history of 
asthma, eczema, hives or giant hites 
(angioneurotic edema) in other mem- 
bers of her family. e attacks were 
severe, and the intervals were very 
short, never with complete reliet. She 
ascribed the trouble—as usual— to 
dry weather, but she also fancied dust 

nd exertion helped bring on seizures.

‘Introduces Governor. 
In introducing Governor Hardwick, 
President Wilkinson declared that the 
goyernor was a man who was willing 
to speak ‘out and tell what side he 
represented and that the governor in- 
vited frank discussion of the subject 
on which he spoke. | 

Governor Hardwick began his speech 
by reviewing the state’s financial con- 
dition when he assumed his duties as 
governor last June. He said the 
state’s deficit was more than $2,000, - 
000 at that time, which was caused 
by previous legislatures appropriat- 
ing more money than was available in 
revenue, He then reviewed the plan 
adopted of selling deferred Western 
and Atlantic warrants to obtain 
money to relieve the pressing needs 
of the state. He declared that he 
would not have approved this method 
had it not been for the adoption of 
the gasoline tax law, which, he said, 
would bring into the state treasury 
double the amount of money realized 
from the sale of the Western and At- 
lantic warrants. He reviewed other 
financial difficulties faced by the state 


And said the time has come to adopt 


some system which will provide perma- 
nent relief and which will place the 
State on a business basis: 

The governor then pointed out in- 
equalities of the tax burden showing 
the difficulty experienced in regch- 
ing intangible property. - He said the 
owners of real estate and other tangi- 
ble property were forced to bear the 
greatest burden of taxation now un- 
der the ad valorem tax of 5 mills. He 
2 out that many people with the 

rgest incomes do not own tangible 
roperty and thus escape paying any 
arge amount of taxes. He read fig- 
ures showing how stocks, bonds, money 
in banks, solvent accounts and notes 


taxes while household goods, farm im- 
plements and workmen's tools are 
taxed their full share. 


Federal Tax a Basis. 


In advocating the adoption of an 
inceme tax the governor said the fed- 
eral government’s income tax returns 
down to annual incomes of $3,000 
could be used as a basis for taxation, 
thus relieving the state of having to 
maintain extensive taxing machinery 
involving the employment of 600 or 
700 tax assessors and officials. He 
said that exemptions should be placed 
as low as possible so that incomes 
not reached by the federal government 
could bear their proportionate share 
of the burden. The governor declared 
he favored only a net income system. 
and not a systeny Which taxed gross 
revenues. 


Slaton's Position. 


Former Governor Slaton took issue 
with Governor Hardwick on several 
phases of the income tax system. He 
said there was danger in turning over 
to a legislature composéd of repre- 
sentatives people who would not have 
to bear any of the taxes the duty of 
expending the state’s money. He ke 
of the wisdom of the framefs of the 
state’s constitution in limiting the tax 
to 5 mills, and said it would be dan- 
gerous to adopt a system which would 
not have the proper checks and bal- 
ances. He declared that when the 
legislature found that sufficient mon- 
ey was not being raised to pay its 
appropriations through the income tax 
that instead of putting on an ad valo- 
rem tax to supplement the income tax 
the legislature would be tempted to 
increase the rate on income taxes,

telling the story of Atlanta's tre- 
mendous growth within the past 27 
years. 

Under millions and millions of 


hammer blows thousands of homes 
have been added, and millions of tons. 


steel have gone into the construction 
of office buildings, factories, churches 
and other structures, 

The aggregate number of building 
permits issued up to December 31, 
last year, was 83.346 and their total 
value was $128,524,811. 

Average of $4,700,000. 

This is a 27-year average of a little 
more than $4,700,000. It was 1904 
when the first $4,000,000 year showed 
up. The records hovered between $1,- 
250.000 and $2,006,000 from 1895 to 
1903, with the exception of one year. 
Then construction hit $3,000,000, 84. 
000,000 and kept up a more or less 
steady increase to 1912, when it 
jumped suddenly to nearly 510,000. 
000. There was a decline from this 
banner figure through the following 
years to 1920. when building went 
past $10,000,000 and has advanced 
ever since. 

Since January 1 this year permits 
have reached nearly $1,000,000. Build- 
ing Inspector C. J. Bowen asserts that 
the outlook is for a record surpassing 
the highest mark the office has yet 
seen. Labor is plentiful and cheap 
and building materials have declined 
considerably from the peak of war- 
time prices. 

The first permit issued after the 
office of building inspector was created 
was granted to W. R. Lipscomb for 
the addition of a brick basement and 
interior alterations at 60 Ellis street. 
The records do not show any large 
project until the next year when a 
permit for the erection of the freight 
depot of the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
road at Spring street was taken ont. 
The permit was issued to Grant Wil- 
kins and the estimated cost of the 
depot was $100,000.

Washington, January 27.4 gov- 
ernment tribunal for regulation of the 
coal industry under a statutory code 
of industrial law enforced only by 
power of public opinion was recom- 
mended in a report presented to the 
senate today by Chairman Kenyon 
of the labor comittee, which recently 
investigated disorders in the West Vir- 
ginia-Kentucky coal fields. 


The report held that both the coal 
operators and miners were resposible 
for the recent fatal conflicts and prop- 
erty destruction in West Virginia and 
said mutual concessions by the coal 
operators and United Mine Workers 
would have to be made to end the 
conflict. 

“The issue is perfectly plain,“ said 
Senator Kenydh’s report. “The opera- 
tors in this particular section of West 
Virginia 


. that they will not employ men 
belonging to the unions, .« „ and 
further, that they have the right and 
will exercise it, if they desire, to 
discharge a man if he belongs to the 
union. On the other hand, 
the United Mine Workers are deter- 
mined to unionize these fiélds, which 
are practically the only large and im- 
portant coal fields in the United 
States not unionized.”

Speaking on the necessity for ap- 
plication of sound principles in the 
law making and law _ enforcement, 
Senator Robinsen decried the practice 
of making thousands of laws; said 
that the Dyer anti-lynching bill was 
unconstitutional: and would fail to 
curb lynchings; that it was of prime 
importance to enforce the prohibition 
amendment and maintain that the 
remedy for strikes can not be found 
in laws compelling workmen to con- 
tinue their’ labors. 

“A fallacy, widespread and univer- 
sal, exists,” he said, that legislation 
is the logical remedy for every Wrong 
inflicted’ and for eyery right imphir- 
ed. It is said that more than 16,000 
distinet statutes are in force in the 
various cities of the United States. 
There is need for greater caution and 
more deliberate consideration in the 
enactment of such additional statutes 
as may. be required.” 

Scores Dyer Bill. 

Referring to the anti-lynching bil? 
Senator Robinson pointed out that mob 
vengeance is Criminal in every state. 

“No progress will be made,” he’ 


said, “in overcoming the mob spirit} 


by enactment of unreasonable or un- 
constitutional statutes, for such ef- 
forts in the end must meet with fail- 
ure. Since no federal law, constitu- 
tionally enacted, can apply to the 
usual case of lynching, the remedy 
lies in state authority through awak- 
ening in the public conscience greater 
respect for law and confidence in the 
courts.”

the feminine portion thereof. The 
courtroom was literally swarmed with 
women all day. They were generally 
young, and most of them were stylishly 
dressed and they all came to the court- 
house to stay all day, bringing with 
them refreshments contained in ther- 
mos bottles and lunch baskets, which 
were constantly in evidenee. 
And they didn’t budge even when 
the court arose for an liour’s recess 
for dinner shortly. after 1 o'clock. 
The women remained steadfast in 
their seats, and when arguments were 
resumed there was no question about 
where their sympathies rested. . 
As soon as Louis Fester and H. A. 


Allen, of the defense counsel, started 


their pleas for mercy for their client. 
there was a tremendous display of 
pocket handkerchiefs and sniffling.was 
audible over the entire courtroom. 
And when Mr. Allen with his impress- 
ive and sonorous voice and eloquent 
pleadings of words began to denounce 
Solicitor-General Boykin and his as- 
sistant, Ed Stephens, as being relent- 
less and heartless seekers after a 
pound of flesh and being generally 
incapable of any of the worthier emo- 
tions, the court bailiffs had to rap 
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mpathetic when 
trial. 5 

Even when the actual trial was con- 
eluded and the jury had retired, even 
when DuPre had been withdrawn from 
sight, the crowds refused to budge. 
As late as 10 o'clock at night not only 
the court room but every corridor that 
ed to the court room was crowded 
and there were plenty\of women who 
remained for something in the nature 
of a verdict. 

One crowd swarmed about the 
elerk's office, where DuPre was held, 
Members of it alternated in keeping 
their noses glued against the glass 
door that separated them from the 
bandit, although they could see noth- 
ing through the opaque giass. Still 
they seemed to get some sort of sat- 
isfaction through this outlet of their 
curiosity. 

Crowd Follows Jury. 


When the jury was taken out to 
supper at Al Martin's restaurant on 
Pryor street, a mob of the curious 
followed them there. “They'll get a 
quick verdict,” said one, “they are 
all drinking milk. That shows that 
they are: not expecting to stay up 
late. If they were figuring on being 
late, they’d drink coffee.” 

Solicitor-General ykin was out- 
spoken in his condemnation of the 
conduct of the crowd on the final day 
of the court session. “We have been 
swarmed here by a crowd of men, who 
normally infest poolrooms, all day.” 
said the solicitor-general. “No wonder 
they hero-worship a man like DuPre.

“Ry legislative act of February 16, 1856, 
the Atlanta Gas Light company was grant- 
ed a perpetual charter, with a franchise to 
make and sell gas for lighting purposes ‘in 
the city of Atlanta, and to lay ite pipes 
and apparatus in the streets, alleys and 
public grounds therein. By act of October 
14. 1889, the franchise was extended to the 
furnishing of gas and electricity for all ad- 
vantageous uses. No ly was granted, 
but one in fact exists. Many years since, 
the gas company leased its property and 
franchises to the Georgia Railway and Pow- 
er company, which has since operated them. 
This company voluntarily established à rate 
based on $1 per 1,000 feet, which was used 
until November 1, 1018, when, on application 
to the Georgia railroad commission, which 
by law bas authority to fix maximum rates 
for gas and other public utility companies, 
the rate was raised to $1.15. A ‘further 
raise was granted to a base rate of $1.90 
in February, 1921. This rate was reduced 
io $1.65, effective June 1, 1921, the reduc- 
tion being acquiesced in by the companies. 
After citation to show cause why further re- 
duction should pot be made and after fall 
hearing, an order reducing the rate to $1.55 
was made, effective January 1, 1922. A 
valuation of the property used was made 
by the commission, aggregating $5,250,000, 
the value of the franchise being exctuded, 
and Ifkewise no allowance. made for cost 
of financing.
